Congo Wants 
Red Leader

LEOPOLDILLE,

(AP)—Antoine Gizenga's political 
party today disclaimed his leader-

Gizenga from an active role in 
the Congolese government. 


Felicien Kimway, vice president 


of Gizenga's African Solidarity 
party, announced that Gizenga is 
no longer president of the party, 


Kimway's 
announcement 
fol- 


lowed a resolution by Parliament 
Monday demanding that Gizenga 
—a deputy premier backed by the 
Communist 
bloc — return 
from 


self-imposed exile in Stanleyvi* 
to answer parliamentary accusa- 
tions of secessionism. 


The vote indicated clearly that 


disenchantment is growing among 
those leftists who once supported 
Gizenga as the legal head of the 
Congolese government after Pat- 
rice Lumumba's death. 


If Gizenga fails to return, ob- 


servers felt action might be start- 
ed to oust him from the post of 
deputy premier he accepted last 
August in the central government 
of Prmeier Cyrilie Adoula. 


Gizenga has secluded himself in 


Stanleyville for months. Reports 
from that northeast Congo city 
indicate he has lost much of his 
local and even foreign support. 


In a resolution approved Mon- 


day by a vote of 66-10 with 7 ab- 
stentions, the central Congolese 
Parliament gave Gizenga 48 hours 
after notification by Premier Cy- 
rille 
Adoula's 
government 
to 


reach Leopoldville.
